Reductions Rejected. 

An amendment by Senator Adams 
(Dem.), Colorado, to reduce the ap- 
propriation to $2,880,000,000 was re- 
jected without a record vote as was 
a proposal by Senator Hale (Rep.), 
Maine, to reduce it to $1,000,000,000. 

Formal consideration of the bill 
by the Senate was expected to begin 
tomorrow or the day after. 

“Of course, there will be a fight 
on the floor on the _ prevailing 
wage,” Senator Glass (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee told questioners. 

Announcement by Glass. 

Glass in announcing the ac- 
tion of the committee, said: 

“The bill has been ordered re- 
ported to the Senate with all the 
alterations previously made by the 
committee with the exception that 
the Tydings amendment, which 
raised so much hell on the floor 
of the Senate concerning the ques- 
tion of “2:eding the strikers, was 
stricken out with the understanding 
that it would be revised by Senator 
Tydings and others and offered on 
the floor.” 

The Tydings amendment would 
have prevented the granting of re- 
lief work to those who recently quit 
jobs. It was eliminated when the 
measure was in the Senate. 

The committee aiso eliminated 
from the preamble of the measure 
three of the four purposes of the 
bill. It now merely provides “that

“Venizelos must have been actu- 
ated by a spirit of madness to have 
embarked upon a rebellion against 
the Government,” his statement 
said. 

“The Government has no inten- 
tion of killing its citizens. Against 
the rebel forces in eastern Mace- 
donia, however, a large army air 
force has been massed. Should it 
be necessary to bring these into ac- 
tion, responsibility will rest upon a 
mad former Prime Minister.” 

General Kondylis asserted that not 
more than two days would be re- 
quired to quell the revolt on land. 

Retreat in Macedonia. 

The rebel forces in Eastern Mace- 
donia withdrew to the east bank 
of the River Stuma after being 
routed in an engagement with 
Government troops yesterday. 

They fled under a fire from ma- 
chine guns and field pieces, setting 
fire to a wooden bridge to cover 
their retreat. 

Many insurgents plunged into the 
river and swam to the opposite 
banks for their lives while bullets 
hit the water. 

Behind they left an undetermined 
number of comrades, lying dead or 
wounded on the plain of Saloniki. 
Others were taken prisoners. 

The remnant of their army re- 
formed its ranks at a point not far 
from the Bulgarian boundary. 

The Government radio. station 
here intercepted a message from 
Gen. Cammenos, commanding the 
Macedonian rebels, to the cruiser 
Averoff, flagship of the insurgent 
fleet, which officials interpreted as 
indicating he wished to be prepared 
for a sudden flight.

Motor ve- 
hicle taxes of all kinds, ad va- 
lorem, privilege, license plates 
and others will not pay for one- 
half of the annual expenditure in 
Tennessee for highways. The bal- 
ance is being paid in part by gen- 
eral property taxes, in part by bor- 
rowing and in part by the Federal 
Government. Of the ad valorem 
taxes paid by the railway to the 
State and the ~ political divisions 
thereof, about 20 per cent is allo- 
cated directly to roads, some of 
which are no longer feeders to its 
traffic, but serve as highways for 
the traffic taken by its competitors. 
The relative pro rata tax burden 
laid upon common carriers by mo- 
tor vehicle is alleged to be one- 
fourth of that laid upon railroads.” 
Justice Brandeis emphasized that 
the Court was deciding only the 
case before it. 
“We have also no occasion,” the 
opinion concluded, “to consider 
whether the railway should bear a 
proportion of the cost of the under 
pass less than one-half. The pro- 
priety of a lesser charge was not, 
and could not have been, consid- 
‘ered by the commission; and it was 
not considered by either of the low- 
er courts. It was conceded by coun- 
sel for the State that the only ques- 
tions now reviewable are the valid- 
ity of the statute which compelled 
the State Highway Commission to 
impose upon the railway one-half of

They 
said they were of the opinion “that 
there is nothing in the evidence or 
special facts relied on by the ap- 
pellant to sustain a finding of arbi- 
trary action by the State of Tennes- 
see or its official representatives;

sary to give protection to travelers 
against perils created by the rail- 
road; that a decision correct in re- 
sult may. not properly be reversed 
because the reasoning of _ the 
opinion is inadequate or erroneous;

The killers 
were caught, confessed and have 
been indicted for murder. 

Among the speakers at the meet- 
ing, held in the auditorium of the 
Jefferson Grade School, 1800 North 
Twenty-third street, was Elmer P. 
Theiss, a motorman, who represent- 
ed Street Car Men’s Local No. 125. 

“This is no case in which the 
buck should be passed,” said Theiss, 
recalling that Moss, who was. 67 
years old, was the second street 
car operator to be killed by robbers 
in six months.

Entering the second half of his administration, Mr.

That unique debt-paying country, Finland, is hold- 
ing an enthusiastic four-day celebration.

T HE chances are that when the income 

tax figures of 1934 becomé available, 
they will not tell a strikingly different story 
in regard to the distribution of income 
than those of 1933. Profits and large in- 
comes will have continued their increase, 
but there will be little sign of growth in 
the lower brackets. 

At present, there are stil] approximately 
11,000,000 unemployed persons—more than 
one-quarter of those normally working for 
wages. Industrial production in September 
was less than three-quarters of the level of 
1923-25. It was still further below 1929; 
the index last September wag 72. as against 
119 for the last prosperous year, During 
the fall, the high point of the index was 
probably not above 76.

Since the onset of depression. the average 
worker can now produce about 15 per cent

therefore, have anything like ful] employ- 
ment unless and until the index rises con- 
Siderably above 119. 

This is the problem before us: it will not 
be solved either by restricting output or 
by maintaining prices for industria] prod- 
ucts so high that they restrict sales. The 
New Deal will be a miserable failure in- 
deed if it continues to encourage measures 
which make possible the seeking of profit 
by reducing output of the means of life. 

Indeed, the total volume of profit cannot 
grow sufficiently by this means to pull out 
of the red that large number of business 
concerns which still confront the danger of 
bankruptcy. 

The conclusion is reinforced that without 
greatly enlarged real incomes on the part of 


the masses, the proprietors of industry can- 
not prosper.

Of Oil Is Best 
Nail Beautifier

not complain about their nails. 
One reason, of course, is that 
we have a high standard of mani- 
curing these days, and the women 


ize how badly their nails look in 
comparison with women who do no 
work at all. Besides that, there are 
many people who cannot stand the 
constant use of liquid nail polish 
without having their nails suffer. 

In both cases the cure is to use 
lots of oil.. There are some kinds 
on the market which are excellent 
for brittle nails, and for nails which 


dry and crack. They can be used | 


at night, or any time during the 
day when you are not. wearing 
gloves. It is much more effective 
to take off all the ename! from your 
nails before you apply this, or any 
other really thick cuticle cream. 

When you manicure your hands, 
you give your nails a good soaking 
in oil, which is excellent for them, 
and also if you are-wise, you put 
oil around the cuticle when the 
manicure is finished.* But, three or 
four days afterwards you should re- 
move this enamel, scrub the nails 
with hot water and soap, dry them 
and smear them thickly with cuti- 
cle oil, cuticle cream or, if you want 
to be economical, petroleum jelly. 
Let this soak into the nails, in fact. 
let as much stay on all night as 
you can and put On fresh enamel 
the next day. 

If you have the time, instead of 
smearing the nails with cuticle 
cream, put a little olive oil into a 
shallow bowl and set this in a basin 
of very hot water. When the oil 
gets hot dip your finger tips into it 
so the nails are completely covered 
with oil, and let them soak in this 
hot oil for as long a time as you 
can. A weekly treatment of this 
sort should keep your nails young 
throughout your life.

EXPLANATION OF YESTERDAY'S CARTOON 
THE BRAIN TAX—The faculty tax was in regular use in Colonial New England prior to the Revolution. Tt was
